"Stated  simply,  the  Stephen  F.  Austin  State 
Teachers'  College  has  an  organization,  a  presi- 
dent and  a  faculty;  it  has  a  place  to  operate;  it 
has  equipment;  and  it  is  going  to  have  a 
student  body.  Nacogdoches  is  ready  to  go." 

More  than  seven  decades  have  passed  since 
those  words  appeared  in  the  Sept. 
11, 1923,  issue  of  The  Daily  Sen- 
tinel. When  students  first  came 
to  Nacogdoches  in  1923  to  be  a 
part  of  Stephen  F.  Austin  State 
Teachers'  College,  swing  was  in 
style  and  gasoline  prices  had 
just  risen  to  16  cents  a  gallon. 
A.W.  Birdwell  was  the  presi- 
dent, and  the  faculty  and  staff 
roster  included  such  familiar 
names  as  C.E.  Ferguson,  Ruth 
Mays  and  J.H.  Wisely. 

Now,  75  years  and  81,000  graduates  later, 
SFA  still  invites  "students  who  are  high- 
minded  ladies  and  gentlemen"  to  learn  under 
the  pines.  SFA  offers  more  than  70  majors 
under  13  degrees  to  over  12,000  students  each 
semester.  Several  different  colleges,  including 
applied  arts  and  sciences,  business,  education,

departments. 

"SFA,  make  no  mistake,  is  a  special  place,"

day party.  "SFA  has  come  a  long  way." 

SFA  students  of  all  ages  cel- 
ebrated 75  years  of  education 
Sept.  18,  1998,  with  music  and 
cake.  Elementary  students  from 
SFA's  charter  school  sang  "Happy 
Birthday"  before  Ruby  Fluornoy, 
a  1932  SFA  graduate,  helped  cut 
the  cake.  Political  representa- 
tives sent  letters  of  proclama- 
tion and  spoke  inspiring  words 
to  students  and  teachers. 

From  past  to  present,  SFA  has 
grown  in  size  and  scope  from  a  small  teachers' 
college  to  its  current  status  as  a  major  state 
university.  And  according  to  Texas  Rep.  Wayne 
Christian  at  the  birthday  party,  "The  future 
looks  brighter  and  brighter."

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This  year,  SFA  sponsored 
its  third  annual  Sweatequity  Day, 
allowing  volunteers  to  invest 
bodily  energy  in  lieu  of  money  in 
order  to  help  keep  campus  beauti- 
ful. 

Yes,  it  was  hot  and  partici- 
pants did  sweat,  but  all  for  the 
cause  of  taking  pride  and  owner- 
ship in  SFA,  according  to  Steve 
Westbrook,  director  of  student 
activities. 

"Sweatequity  Day  gives 
people  a  chance  to  do  some  of  the 
things  that  they  would  like  to  see 
get  done,"  Westbrook  said. 

At  the  third  Sweatequity 
Day,  held  Saturday,  September  12, 
volunteers  worked  on  a  variety  of 
projects  around  the  university  to 
clean  up  and  repair  SFA  despite 
obstacles  presented  by  the  muddy, 
rainy  and  generally  miserable  con- 
ditions. Completed  projects  came 
to  a  total  of  61  and  ranged  from 
painting  fire  plugs  and  cleaning 
up  cigarette  butts  to  cleaning  de- 
partmental offices  and  landscap- 
ing the  arboretum. 

There  are  several  catego- 
ries of  projects  ranging  from  gen- 
eral projects  to  group  projects, 
submitted  by  students,  residence 
halls  and  departments.  Volunteers 
had  the  option  of  participating  in 
general  projects,  like  cleaning  coli- 
seum seats,  or  they  could  sign  up 
with  as  a  group  to  complete  a 
specialized  project.  The  OSA  pro- 
vided all  of  the  equipment  needed 
for  general  projects,  and  as  much 
of  the  equipment  needed  for  sub- 
mitted group  projects  as  it  could. 

Every  residence  hall  sub- 
mitted a  project,  as  well  as  102 
student  organizations  and  depart- 
ments. The  most  represented  aca- 
demic department  was  secondary 
education  and  the  most  repre- 
sented non-academic  department 
was  SFA  Intercollegiate  Athlet- 
ics. Wisely  Hall  volunteered  the 
most  participants  of  all  the  resi- 
dence halls  and  Chi  Omega  soror- 
ity was  the  most  represented  stu- 
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dent  organization.  The  number  of  reg- 
istered participants  totaled  1,183.

rior facelift.  A  dedication  ceremony  was  held 
on  Friday,  October  16  during  homecoming. 

The  dedication  of  the  Patricia  and  Adlai 
Mast  Arboretum  is  a  fitting  tribute  to  a 
couple  who  has  contributed  far  more  than 
money,  according  to  Arboretum  director  Dr.

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The  Second  Time  Around: 

The  Ladyjack  Soccer  Team  Wins  Its  Second  Con- 
secutive Conference  Title 

For  the  second  consecutive  season,  the  Ladyjack  Soccer  team  won  the  Southland  conference.  The 
team's  head  coach,  Rachel  Skinner,  described  the  second  title  in  as  many  years  as  "Awesome!" 

Before  the  season  even  started,  the  soccer  team  went  to  the  SFA  Challenge  Course  for  a  team  building 
experience.  "It  was  our  first  time  to  really  laugh  as  a  team,  being  afraid  and  having  fun  all  in  the  same 
day,"  Skinner  said.  "That  really  kicked  off  the  season.  It  was  a  great  experience  for  us." 

The  season  got  off  to  a  shaky  start  with  the  Ladyjacks  losing  their  first  game  2-0  to  Stetson 
University.  At  the  mid-point  of  the  season,  the  Ladyjacks  faced  a  tough  Texas  Christian  University 
team.  Despite  a  4-0  loss  to  TCU,  Skinner  said,  "I  think  it  was  a  big  turning  point  in  the  season.  The 
girls  came  together  more  as  a  team."  After  the  loss  to  TCU,  the  Ladyjack  Soccer  team  went  on  to  win 
its  next  eight  games. 

When  the  season  came  to  an  end,  the  Ladyjacks  had  won  their  second  consecutive  conference  title 
despite  losing  the  final  game  of  the  Southland  Conference  Tournament  to  the  Southeastern  Louisiana 
Lady  Lions  1-0.  The  only  goal  in  the  game  came  at  the  40-minute  mark  of  the  first  half.  The  loss 
dropped  the  Ladyjacks  to  10-7-3  for  the  season. 

"iThe  team  knew]  every  game  that  we  played  in  the  conference  was  going  to  be  a  battle,  and  all  of 
the  other  teams  had  an  opportunity  to  recruit,  to  get  a  year  better,"  Skinner  said.  "The  girls  really 
played  hard,  and  they  knew  what  they  had  to  do  going  in.  It  was  a  goal  of  theirs  to  repeat." 

As  for  next  year,  the  Southland  Conference  will  be  adding  two  more  teams,  which  will  allow  the 
conference  to  send  at  least  one  team  to  the  NCAA  national  tournament.  "I  think  we'll  always  have  an 
edge,"  said  Skinner  about  SFA's  position  in  the  conference.  "We're  starting  to  build  something  here 
that's  tradition."  She  also  said  to  get  good  recruits,  you  must  have  a  winning  program,  which  is  what 
the  Ladyjacks  have  right  now. 

In  mid-November  '98,  the  All-Conference  Selections  for  women's  soccer  were  released,  and  five  of 
SFA's  players  were  named  to  the  list.  On  the  First-Team  All-Conference  selection  list  were  Becky  Cobb 
(15),  League  City  senior.  Christine  Messncr  (13),  Piano  sophomore,  and  Stacey  Moczygemba  (14),  Round 
Rock  junior.  The  Second-Team  All-Conference  selection  list  included  Elizabeth  Evatt  (01),  Piano 
freshman,  and  Lisa  Murdock  (20),  Kingwood  sophomore. 

The  question  now  is  -  when  does  a  dynasty  develop?  Is  it  at  the  achievement  of  the  much  sought  after 
three-peat?  Only  next  year  will  tell.

A  Lumberjack  coaching  era  came  to  an  end  after  the 
1998  football  season  was  in  the  books.  Coach  John  Pearce, 
who  compiled  a  46-32-2  record  with  the  Lumberjacks  over  7 
years,  did  not  get  his  contract  renewed  after  the  1998  season. 

Coach  Pearce,  who  began  coaching  for  SFA  in  1991  and 
had  a  two  win  season  his  first  year,  led  the  Lumberjacks  to 
five  straight  winning  seasons  from  1993-1997.  He  also  led  the 
team  to  two  playoff  berths  in  1993  and  1995  and  five  straight 
years  of  national  rankings  in  Division  I-AA. 

Pearce,  who  was  two  wins  away  from  becoming  the 
wlnnlngest  football  coach  in  SFA's  history,  did  things  with 
the  Lumberjack  football  team  that  most  college  coaches 
don't  do  in  their  entire  career.

Ultimate  Frisbee:  One  of  the  World's  Oldes 

Inventions  Begins  a  New  Era  at  SFA 

Several  of  SFA's  already  time-honored  sports  have  joined  company  with  an  unlikely 
companion:  the  Frisbee. 

Ultimate  Frisbee,  a  sport  new  to  SFA  but  well-established  at  other  schools,  now  has 
a  team  of  its  own  here,  a  team  willing  to  put  in  the  sweat  and  hours  necessary  for  "going 
ho,"  or  horizontal,  as  Ultimate  buffs  call  soaring  through  the  air  in  search  of  that 
elusive  flying  disc. 

"It  combines  elements  of  soccer,  basketball  and  football  with  a  Frisbee,"  Jody 
Christopher,  Dallas  junior  and  team  member,  said.  "It's  an  exciting  sport  because  the 
Frisbee  can  travel  100  yards  in  five  seconds.  It's  the  fastest  moving  sport." 

To  play  the  game,  each  team  tries  to  score  by  throwing  the  Frisbee  into  an  end  zone, 
where  a  waiting  team  member  must  catch  the  disc  for  the  point.  The  ball  can  move 
down  the  field  only  in  the  air;  team  members  are  not  allowed  to  run  with  the  Frisbee. 

SFA's  team,  named  Genetic  Drift  for  the  predominance  of  biology  majors  on  the  team, 
is  in  its  first  year.  If  it  proves  to  represent  the  University  well,  it  will  later  be  able 
to  request  funding  assistance.  Currently,  team  members  pay  for  equipment  and 
tournament  fees  out  of  their  own  pockets,  Christopher  said. 

Although  some  teams  are  strictly  men  or  women,  Christopher  said  she  has  enjoyed 
this  year's  coed  team  partially  because  playing  coed  teaches  women  to  be  more 
aggressive  in  overcoming  height  and  strength  differences.  Games  with  just  men  tend 
to  be  more  fast-paced  and  spontaneous,  while  women-only  games  are  usually  more 
strategy-oriented,  she  said. 

However,  team  captain  and  math  graduate  student  Joe  Robinson  said  while  coed 
playing  is  more  relaxing,  one  of  his  goals  for  the  year  is  to  be  able  to  have  enough 
players  for  a  separate  men's  and  women'  team. 

The  benefits  of  team  play  are  varied,  according  to  Christopher.  Excellent  physical 
fitness  is  a  definite  plus. 

"It  puts  your  body  in  great  shape,"  she  said.  "It's  great  exercise." 

Also,  the  game  teaches  sportsmanship  because  there  are  no  referees  at  any  level  of 
Ultimate  Frisbee,  Robinson  said. 

"We  don't  really  keep  score,"  Christopher  said.  "The  most  important  thing  is  the  spirit 
of  the  game." 

Several  team  members  will  graduate  this  year,  but  the  team  will  go  on,  according  to 
Christopher.  A  core  of  youngsters  that  "have  it  in  their  blood"  will  ensure  the  team's 
survival.  Just  the  same,  however,  new  members  are  always  made  to  feel  at  home. 

"Everyone  is  welcome,"  Christopher  said.  "It's  a  lot  easier  to  pick  up  than  you  think." 

"It's  fun,  good  exercise  and  it  teaches  a  few  life  lessons  along  the  way,"  Robinson  said.

LES  MCCALL:  VICE  PRESIDENT  FOR  ALUMNI  AFFAIRS 


As  the  new  vice  president  for  alumni  affairs. 
Dr.  Miles  McCall  has  a  big  job  —  and  big  plans 
to  fill  it. 

McCall  said  he  was  hired  to  move  the  Alumni 
Association  forward  in  technology,  automa 
tion  and  marketing  to  achieve  a  very 
special  goal. 

"The  No.  1  goal  is  to  represent  the 
80.000  alumni  of  SFA,"  McCall  said. 

In  order  to  best  represent  SFA's 
alumni,  McCall  is  working  hard  to  es- 
tablish chartered  alumni  chapters  in 
cities  across  the  state. 

According  to  McCall.  SFA  has 
done   a  tremendous

"You  don't  realize  it  when 
you're  here,  but  it's  a  spe- 
cial place,"  McCall  said. 
The  other  advantage  SFA 
holds  is  the  opportunity  to  learn 
from  the  other  first-rate  univeri 
sities  in  Texas.  The  other  nation-; 
ally  known  schools  can  serve  as 
role  models  and  mentors  for  SFA 
as  it  grows. 

As  students  graduate.  McCall'e 
objective  is  to  ensure  that  every 
graduate  has  the  chance  to  stay 
attached  to  college  experiences 
through  the  Alumni  Association. 

"It's  really  important  that  we  give  everyone  as 
many  opportunities  to  attach  as  possible."  he 
said.  "It's  like  mining  for  gold.  It's  out  there,  and 
it's  incredibly  valuable."

The  SFA  Rodeo  Club,  one  of  the  largest  organizations  on  campus,  strives  to  bring  together 
students  with  a  common  interest  in  rodeo,  the  "cowboy"  lifestyle,  and  the  heritage  of  the 
American  West.  Since  1991  it  has  maintained  membership  of  at  least  140  people. 
As  a  part  of  the  Rodeo  Club,  the  Rodeo  Team  competes  in  the  Southern  Region  of  the  National 
Intercollegiate  Rodeo  Association.   A  member  of  the  team  is  eligible  for  travel  reimbursement, 
practice  facilities,  stock,  coaches,  and  limited  scholarship.  To  be  eligible  for  these  benefits,  a  person 
must  be  active  in  the  club  and  attend  team  practices  as  spelled  out  in  the  club  constitution. 

The  Rodeo  Club  is  active  in  the  community  and  on  campus.  Members  have  a  shoe-shine  booth 
at  Jitterbugs  to  supplement  the  University's  travel  allocation,  work  at  local  rodeo  events  such  as  the 
"Bull  Bash"  and  the  Nacogdoches  Jaycee's  PRCA  Rodeo,  and  have  adopted  a  portion  of  Loop  224  as 
a  part  of  Texas  Adopt-a-Highway  program.  They  host  their  own  annual  NIRA  sanctioned  rodeo,  and 
the  club  trip  is  to  McNeese  State  University's  rodeo  in  Lake  Charles,  La.  Plans  for  an  intramural  rodeo 
and  sports  tournament  are  under  consideration,  and  the  club  recently  began  offering  a  weekly  Bible 
study  for  interested  members. 

A  unique  facet  of  the  club  is  the  existence  of  its  own  Rodeo  Club  Alumni  Association,  the  only 
such  club  at  SFA.  The  two  clubs  work  together  to  sponsor  the  Alumni  Rodeo  as  a  benefit  for  the 
scholarship  fund.  These  efforts  have  raised  more  than  $45,000  in  the  last  five  years. 

A  person  does  not  have  to  compete  in  rodeo  to  be  a  member  of  the  club.  In  fact,  about  75  percent 
of  the  club  is  not  active  in  the  NIRA.

On  Friday,  Oct.  23,  the  statue  of 
Stephen  F.  Austin  in  front  of  Steen  Li 
brary  was  smeared  with  a  sticky  sub- 
stance and  feathered. 
Representatives  at  the 
physical  plant  estimated 
the  cost  of  the  subsequent 
clean-up  at  $1,500. 

In  1998,  $1,500  can 
buy  a  lot  of  things.  The 
following  are  just  some 
examples: 

•  187  pizzas  •  30 
textbooks  •  75  concert 
tickets  •  tuition  and  text- 
books for  one  semester  at 
SFA  •  off-campus  rent  for

scholarship. 

University  police  officers  have  not 
been  able  to  identify  any  suspects  in  the 
crime,  nor  have  they  been  able  to  deter- 
mine motivation.
